Six Men Take Him Out And 
Beat Him With 
Sticks. 



AT WM. WEST'S HOUSE 



Forced to Leave in the Night 
Time for Hopkinsville 
Under Threats. 



John W. Wicks, a tobacco buyer 
of this city, was assaulted by six 
men near Pilot Rock Wednesday 
night and severely beaten with a 
A itick and threatened with death if 

' he returned to the neighborhood. 
^ Mr. Wicks was spei. Jing the night 
at the house of William West, an in- 
dependent farmer, and the men 
came about 12:30 o'clock and knock- 
ed loudly at the door. The house was 
a small one anoVthe noise soon arous- 
ed Mr. and Mrs. West and Mr. 
Wicks. They called 'Wicks! Wicks!' 
and when West went to the door 
Vafter they had threatened to break 
It down, they told him they did not 
want him but wanted Wicks. Mr. 
- Wicks went to the door and two of 
L them shoved shot guns against his 
7v aides, while a third grabbed him and 
pulled him out in his night clothes. 
They refused to let him get his 
clothes but ordered West to go *o 
the stable and bring Wicks' horse. 
Mrs. West went with her husband, 
4 being almost overcqme with fear 
Ir and excitement. While they were 
gone Wicks was allowed to put on 
his clothes. Then they blind-folded 
him and led him and his horse some 
distance from the house and after 
making him remove his overcoat and 
-^t they proceeded to assault him 
m a brutal manner with a stick. 
Two of them in turn weilded the 
stick, striking him in all thirty or 
more blows. His body was bruised 
and the skin abraded in some places. 

He was cursed and abused and or- 
dered to leave for Hopkinsvile, after 
threats that he would be hanged if 
he came to the neighborhood again. 

All of the gang were masked and 
on foot. They evidently lived in the 
vicinity where the outrage occurred. 

The cowardly nature of the out- 
rage can be appreciated when it is 
known that Mr. Wicks is a man of 
slight and frail physique, and is 57 
years of age. He was unarmed and 
is a man of genial nature, inoffens- 
ive in the extreme and is a kind- 
hearted and peaceful citizen. He 
has for many years been a tobacco 
buyer for Tandy & Fairleigh. He 
was born and raised in that section 
of the county, but has lived here for 
a number of years. 

Steps have been taken to get a re- 
ward of $500 offered by the gover- 
nor and $200 by the county judge 
for the apprehension of each of the 
guilty parties.

HORSEMEN FROM POND RIVER 
PARADE THE STREETS THURSDAY 



Marched to Town In a Body and Held a Meeting at the 
Court House, Which Was Addressed By Judge 
W. T. FowW and Others. 



THERE WERE 137 IN THE LINE OF MARCH 



Declared Their Purposes to Be Peaceful-Resolutions Pre- 
sented to Tobacco Buyers and Both Siaes Give 
Mutual Assurances. 



Hopkinsville was visited by a bady 
of farmers from the northeastern 
part of the comity Thursday. They 
mobilized at the Greenville road 
bridge and came into town about 11 
o'clock. News had preceded them 
that they were coming and a good 
crowd was on the streets when, they 
arrived, but there was no excitement 
apparent . The farmers m arched 
Campbell street, two abreast, th< 
accross Eighteenth to Main and down 
Main to Fourth, where the party 
disbanded and went to various 
stables to put y/< their horses. 

There were 116 on horseback and 
21 in eleven buggies bringing up the 
rear. The riders were nearly all 
from Christian county and many of 
them called to friends on the street 
at they passed. It appeared to be a 
good natured and entirely harmless 
crowd. At the head of the caval- 
rode County Assessor Henry C, 
Helsley, County chairman of the 
American Society of Equity, and 
George W. Barnes, a merchant at 
Carl, who is the Bluff Springs dis- 
trict committeeman of the Planters' 
association. Both are prominent 
Republican politicians of the north- 
part of the connty. Of the 137 
i and boys in line about 30, ac- 
cording to a statement of one of the 
men in line, were members of the 
society of equity. The rest belong- 
ed to the organization. 

Many of the riders were on mules 
and some had sacks of corn accross 
their saddles. They rode close to- 
gether and made no hostile demon- 
stration. As soon as they disband- 
ed they arranged for a meeting at 
the courthouse at one o'clock. 

The Public Meeting. 

They were a little late in assem- 
bling, but about 150 were on hand by 
1:20, some having come in who did 
not ride in the parade. About 100 
spectators also swelled the crowd. 

Geo. W. Barnes called the meet- 
ing to order and nominated H. C. 
Helsley for chairman. He was elect- 
by a show of hands. On motion 
F. B. McCown, who had not been in 
the parade, was made secretary. 

Mr. Helsley made a very conserva- 
tive speech. He Baidthe object of 
the meeting|wasaltogether|peaceful. 
They desired to appoint a committee 
to wait upon the tobacco buyers and 
request them not to buy any tobac- 
co pledged to either association. 
That they came as good citizens, op- 
posed to night riding and violence 
and against any kind of dirty work 
at night, such as burning barns, 
whipping men or adding to the 
burdens of poor men. That they 
believed in going to the fountain 
head and having a business under- 
itanding. He said they believed 
the farmers should organize, as all 
other lines of business were organ- 
ized for mutual protection, that they 
should all stand together as one 
He reiterated the purpose of 
the meeting and said that after they 
had asked the buyers not to buy any 
pooled tobacco or to receive it if 
their agents bought it, they were 
ready to return peacefully to their 
homes. That, he said "is all this 
movement is for," We have been 
informed that some buyers have 
been down in our country trying to 
buy tobacco that was signed up. 
We don't want this done, but we 
don't want to harm anyone or do 
any violence of any kind.

lines. He said the men were, not in 
town with any ill feeling, but to 
make a simple request. That most 
of them were farmers, depending 
on their crops for a living. He 
said he had heard that some people 
feared they would do damage at 
night, but everybody intended to 
go home and no fear need b? enter- 
tained (applause) Continuing he said: 
"I am not a night rider, though I 
do a good deal of riding at night. 
I had to ride some distance last 
night to marry a couple. That's 
the only kind I do." 

W. T. Fowler. 

Judge Fowler being called for re- 
sponded in a most conciliatory 
speech. He expressed his pleasure 
that the company's purposes were 
so peaceful and counseled wisdom, 
conservatism and above all a rigid 
observance of the law in all they 
did. He said they had the right as 
citizens to meet and make a petition 
in an orderly manner, but any 
intimidation would be unlawful and 
he was sure they would do nothing 
of that kind. 

Resolutions Adopted 

The following committeemen weie 
appointed to wait on the tobacco 
men: H. C. Helsley, J. T. Liie, M. 
H. Dukes, G. W. Barnes, G. B. Pow- 
ell, T. T. Powell and F. B. McCown. 

The following resolution was 
adopted, after which the meeting 
adjourned: 
To Tandy & Fairleigh, the Imperial 
Tobacco Co., and all other Tobac- 
co Dealers, Buyers and Brokers, 
Contractors and Agents doing 
business in Hopkinsville, Ky:— 
Whereas, if your agents and em 
ployes have gone among the mem- 
bers of the American Society of Eq- 
uity and the members of the Dark 
Tobacco Growers' Association of va- 
rious sections of Christian county 
and have, by misrepresentation and 
falsifying, induced such members 
to sell to them and to you their re- 
spective crops of tobacco which had 
been heretofore pledged to said as- 
sociations, and have made repeated 
efforts to persuade members to vio* 
olate their pledge: 

And believing that these agents 
have withheld and concealed facts 
from you. and that if these facts 
were brought to your notice you 
would at once correct them, the un> 
dersigned committee appointed in 
mass convention assembled at the 
court house in Hopkinsville, Ky., on 
Thursday, Nov. 14, 1907, which 
meeting represented a body of mem- 
bers from both organizations, hereby 
iest you to instruct all your 
agents buying in this county not to 
further procure their membership 
to violate their contracts and pledg- 
es; and do further request that you 
surrender all such contracts back :o 
said planters. 

This notice is <f i\im in a spirit of 
fair dealing, and carries with it no 
implication or intention of threat or 
violence. We believe you are, with 
few exceptions, a class of men who 
have the interests of our people at 
heart, at least are willing to give 
us a fair chance in the battle of life, 
and you will recognize the justice of 
this request. * 

Five of the committeemen with 
Geo. W. Barnes as spokesman then 
waited upon the buyers named and 
several others and presented the 
typewritten petition.

One Cause of Drowning. 

Renewed attention has been called 
to the probable explanation of n 
cages of drowning that was eome 
years aco advanced by Dr. Lowrle, a 
British physician, as a result of his 
own experience. After cycling on, a 
hot day, he took a swim in cold water, 
and was soon seized with headache, 
dizziness and drowsiness, while mus- 
cular effort .became feeble and slug- 
gish. In many similar cases, he be- 
lieves, the swimmer loses conscious- 
ness — or faints-*-from cerebral anemia. 
If there is no help near, the result la 
anothrr drowning accident, and the 
report of it will probably state that 
the victim "was seized with cramps 
and sank." Swimming in cold water 
is dangerous If the circulation is weak- 
ened from any cause, especially after 
a fast of several hours, or if there Is 
any heart trouble. 



Odd Cause of Thunder. 
Thunder, just because It is a noise 
for which there Is no visible cause, 
has always excited the imagination 
of the unscientific; so it is natural 
that the most outrageous superstitions 
about storms should date back to the 
time when everybody, more or lees, 
was nnscientiflc.

It should 
never have been undertaken, if un- 
dertaken at all, until the leaders of 
the organizations had investigated 
the facts alleged and had been 
successful in their own efforts to 
obtain a satisfactory adjustment. 
Even then, the meeting could have 
been held without the parade, which 
served only to create the impression 
that intimidation was intended. 

There have been a number of 
movements in the history of our 
country that caused only amusoment 
the end. In 1877 when Henry 
Watterson proposed that an army of 
100,000 unarmed Democrats go to 
Washington to protest against the 
theft of the Presidency, he made 
himself the laughing stock of the 
whole country. Some years ago 
when Coxey's army of the unem- 
ployed marched to the capital. It 
was the universal opinion thatCoxey 
failed to impress the country as be- 
ing a man of good sense. In 1900 
when Taylor'sarmy of mountaineers 
paraded the streets of Frankfort, a 
feeling of bitterness was aroused 
that ended in a reign or terror. 
Only a few days ago, when an "Army 
of Peaceful Invasion" marched over 
the river counties, the movement 
was followed by a most unsettled 
condition of affairs. 

In this city and county a perfect- 
ly satisfactory condition of affairs 
has been arrived at- Probably 80 
per cent of the tobacco is in the as- 
sociation and the doors have been 
closed to the other 20 per cent. The 
buyers are paying less for these 
crops than the association's prices 
and are also counting upon buying 
more association tobacco than any 
They have taken all of 
the 1906 crop and are expecting to 
the 1907 crop when it is put on 
the market. Then the folly of such 
parades is manifest from every 
standpoint. The invasion might 
have caused trouble through a mis- 
understanding of its purpose. Let 
is hope that more wisdom and dis- 
cretion may be exercised in the 
future.

He th«n 
told the committee that he had not 
bought any pooled tobacco and did 
not intend to. He asked Mr. Barnes 
name an instance. He mentioned 
two or three parties he said he had 
heard had been approached. Mi 
Fairleigh told him that it was a mil 
take, as it was his settled policy not 
to interfere with association con- 
tracts and hoped they would not in 
terfere with the independent farm- 
ers who had already sold or who 
might in the future sell crops to 
him.. Mr. Barnes agreed to this. 

All the other buyers waited upon 
assured them of a similar purpose in 
buying. At all of the places visited 
the committee were courteously re- 
ceived and they appeared pleased 
with the results of their visits. 

The riders all left for their homes 
about four o'clock. 

There were rumors that othi 
bodies of men would meet them 
here, but it was altogether a local 
movement from one part of the 
county.

John E Minor was 
arrested as a partner. Minor claim- 
ed to be in the real "estate business. 
Warrants were issued for Miss Cora 
Green, the confidential secretary of 
Jones, and Walter Schimbky, the 



bookkeeper at the local headquart- 
ers and they were arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Mark 
Foote. 

George E. Geisler. the St. Louis 
agent of the concern, was arrested 
in that city, and a large number of 
lottery tickets and records confiis- 
cated. Charles and Royal Hammer 
were arrested at Indianapolis. 

An attempt will also be made to 
involve the express companies all 
over the country as agents or ac- 
complices under the act of 1895, for- 
bidding the operation of lotteries.

Washington, Nov. 13.— In answer 
to one of the numerous protests that 
have been received at the White 
House against the new gold pieces 
which have been coined without the 
words "In God We Trust," President 
Roosevelt has written a letter, which 
he today made public He says: 

'When the question of the new- 
coin came up, we looked into the law 
and found there was no warrant 
therein for putting "In God We 
Trust" on the coins. As the custom, 
although without legal warrant, had 
grown up, however, I might hav« 
felt the liberty to keep the inscrip- 
tion had I approved of its being on 
the coinage. But as I did not ap- 
prove of it, I did not direct that it 
should be again put on. Of course, 
the law is absolutely in the hands of 
Congress, and any direction of Con- 
gress in the matter will be immedi- 
ately obeyed. At present, as I have 
said, there is no warrant in the - law 
for the inscription. 

"My own feeling in the matter is 
due to my very firm conviction that 
to put such a motto on coins, or to 
use it in any kindred manner, not 
only does no srood. but does positive 
harm, and is in effect irreverence, 
which comes dangerously near to 
sacrilege. A beautiful and solemn 
sentence such as the one in question 
should be treated and uttered with 
only that fine reverence which neo- 
essarilly implies a certain exaltation 
of spirit.
